The Treasury Department estimates 


of the revtm le wlm-h will be derived 
from tlio tariff bill as amended have 
been made public. The customs duties 
will amount to about $103,000,000, and 
the internal revenue receipts will yield 
an increase of $56,000,000 over the pres- 
ent law. Of this increase the income 
tax will furnish $30,000,000, the lu- 
cre ised whisky tax $20,000,000, and the 
tax on playing cards ij.3,000,000. 


The two great sources of government 


revenue are the duties on imports and 
the internal revenue tax 
The total re- 


ceipts in 1893 were $385,000,000. of which 
about $200,000,000 were collected at the 
custom houses, ^,160,000,000 from in- 
te-nal revenue, $3,000,000 from sale of 
public lunds, and the balance from 
miscellaneous sources.

bill will reduce the duty on im- 


ports about $40,000,000, and increase 
the receipts from internal revenue, in- 
cluding the tax on incomes, about $36,- 
000,000. 


It is possible that the tariff bill may 


not become a law. If a free coinage 
amendment is attached to it in the 
Senate it may be defeated in the 
House, and if it should pass both 
Houses with such an amendment it it- 
doubtful if the President will approve 
it. If the Republicans did not dislikf 
fro • coinage worse than, they do 
the 


tariff bill they would join the silvei 
men lu the Somite and House in at- 
taching a free coinage clause to the 
Wilson bill and sending it to the Pres- 
ident. Sherman and Beid, who rule 
the Republicans in Congress with an 
iron hand, would not consent to such 
an arrangement as that, and only a few 
of their partisans, who are not wholly 
under their control, dure disobey then- 
mandates.

TH1J BKKCKINKIDGE CASE. 


The Defendant Still on the Stand. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Breckinridge 


was extremely pale this morning. He 
denied asking a colored woman at 
Goldsborough to cook for him after he 
had married the plaintiff. 
He had 


never professed affection for the plain- 
tiff, but was solicitous when he knew 
she was about to become a mother 
through him. Went with her to vari- 
ous places for an understood purpose. 
He bad placed his arms about her and 
kissed her, but both understood per- 
fectly that nothing serious could be 
attached to the actions. 


The plaintiif first mentioned mar- 


riage to him in September, 1892. He 
told her that the disparity in their 
ages and tier relations with Rhodes 
made marriage impossible. The sem- 
blance of a marriage contract before 
Mrs. 
Blackburn was only to shield 


plaintiff. 


Wilson asked concerning the dis- 


tinction between a man and woman 
from illicit relations. 


Breckinridge replied that a man was 


under obligations to prevent the de 
struction of a young woman. If he did 
not he should be punished. He was 
trying to take his punishment uncom- 
plainingly. He had acknowledged the 
respectability of complainant to her 
-issociates ana had complimented her 
upon her brilliancy. 


He denied having placed plruiitiff in 


the care of Mrs. Blackburn. Tne dem- 
onstration before Mrs. Blackburn was 
intended to deceive her. 


Further cross-examination brought 


out the fact that tbe certificate of mar- 
riage to Mrs. Wing made it appear that 
the marriage was the Colonel's second. 
It was really his third. He had asked 
Dr Paxton not to make the marriage 
public, and after his marriage to Mrs. 
Wing they had stopped at the Hote: 
Logeren, New York, and had registered 
is Wm. J. Campbell and wife. 


Defendant denied saying that he ever 


intended to marry plaintiff at his first 
jail on Mrs. Blackburn. He thought 
Mrs. Blackburn confused the first in- 
terview with others, and was also con- 
fused about some other matters. 


When Mrs. Blackburn's statements 


were read to the effect that on the sec- 
ond visit she told him she was shocked 
at the engagement and that it was a 
poor return for all his wife's devotion 
he said he failed to remember the ex 
pressions. 


Breckinridge denied having told Mrs 


Blackburn lhat he ever paid any atten- 
tions to Mrs. Wing, but had told her 
he had reports of his engagement to 
tier spread in order to familiarize his 
family with his idea of marriage, and 
when Congress adjourned he was going 
home to arrange for the marriage 
Mrs. Blackburn never told him that if 
his attentions to Mrs. Wing were as 
represented he was a villain.
